Debate marks campaign’s final stretch 


Polls. Conservatives 
and the Wiidrose party 
are neck and neck, 
raising the possibility 
of a minority 
government 


Alberta’s leaders debate heated 
up Thursday when Wiidrose 
Leader Danielle Smith reiter¬ 
ated she has no plans to legis¬ 
late on abortion and again 
hammered at Premier Alison 
Redford, accusing her of fear- 
mongering on the issue. 

Smith, who just recently 
revealed she is personally pro- 
choice, has been fighting fears 
that the social-conservative 
wing of her party would use 
new citizen-initiated referen¬ 
dum rules to overturn conten¬ 
tious issues such as public fimd- 
ing for abortion. 

During the debate. Smith 
insisted her party would never¬ 
theless support citizen-initiated 
referendums because it is a way 
for citizens to have a say

up is because the Wiidrose has 
t^ced about doing it — it’s part 
of their party platform,” Red- 
ford retorted. 

“Three weeks ago, we heard 
from this leader that her per¬ 
sonal views didn’t matter. Then 
we heard that she would take 
her marching orders from her 
party. Then we heard that her 
caucus was important, then we 
heard her own personal views. 

“I will tell you that in our 
view, a Progressive Conserva¬ 
tive view, everyone in our cau¬ 
cus, takes the view that these 
matters have been settled.

Finalfunding 
for more 
police officers 
upfor approval 

City councillors are being 
asked to put the final 
stamp of approval on 
funding for an additional 
68 Edmonton Police Ser¬ 
vice employees. 

During 2012 budget 
deliberations, council 
provided $3 million of a 
$4.8-million request for 
65 sworn officers and 
three civilians, suggesting 
“remaining funds would 
be made available if the 
Edmonton Police Com¬ 
mission could prove the 
service’s ability to recruit 
the employees needed to 
fill the new positions,” 
states a report slated for 
Wednesday. 

Council will be asked 
to approve the remain¬ 
ing $1.8 million on an 
ongoing basis, as well as 
an additional $2.3 million 
per year starting in 2013 
to cover annualization 
costs. 

“We sort of questioned 
whether the monies could 
actually be spent in re¬ 
cruiting,” said Coun. Tony 
Caterina. “If they have 
verified that they have the 
ability to recruit, then I 
see no reason not to.” 

In 2007,107 recruits 
were hired; 195 in 2008; 
194 in 2009; a planned 
drop to 22 in 2010; and 
104 in 2011. There are 145 
recruits in training classes 
scheduled to graduate this 
year and next spring, with 
plans already in place to 
hire 111 sworn members 
in 2012. 

EPS hires “accommo¬ 
date emerging needs and 
attrition,” says the report. 

The 68 additional hires 
will help continue to 
implement the Violence 
Reduction Strategy. 

“We’re growing,” said 
Coun. Bryan Anderson. 
“The number of officers 
should be increasing.”

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Tasering of man in 
custody probed

The Alberta Serious Incident 
Response Team and the Ed¬ 
monton Police Service homi¬ 
cide unit are investigating 
after a 34-year-old man had 
to be hospitalized after he 
was Tasered. 


Edmonton Police Asso¬ 
ciation president Sgt. Tony 
Simioni said at least 12 
members tried to restrain 
the man before deploying a 
conductive energy weapon 
on him Wednesday. 

“There was a catastrophic 
battle down the stairs in 
the cell area,” said Simioni, 
adding the man “appeared 
under the influence of some 
substance.” 

Prior to the incident at po¬ 
lice headquarters, the man 
had been in the custody of 
one officer, awaiting a bail 
hearing, when an officer-in- 
distress alert was sounded. 

Computers were broken, 
desks knocked over and TV 
monitors sent crashing off 


walls in the course of the 
“massive” scuffle, which Si¬ 
mioni said started suddenly. 

After being Tasered, the 
“large” man needed medical 
help, which officers provid¬ 
ed, including giving CPR and 
mouth-to-mouth resuscita¬ 
tion, he said. 

“At some point in time it 
was evident to our officers 
medical distress in a serious 
way was occurring with this 
suspect,” said Simioni, who 
couldn’t say how many times 
the device was deployed. 

The man left EPS head¬ 
quarters breathing but “un¬ 
responsive to external stim¬ 
uli,” he said. 

His medical condition was 
not known on Thursday. 


Caught on camera 


• EPS has notified the 
Solicitor General’s office, 
which directed EPS to 
investigate, along with 
the Alberta Serious 
Incident Response Team. 


• Police said the incident, 
which lasted 10 minutes 
in total, was caught on 
camera but they have 
not made that footage 
public. 


Two officers were hurt 
and several others “trauma¬ 
tized,” from the incident, Si¬ 
mioni said.

Despite social media’s rise in 
popularity over the last few 
years, traditional media is 
still king when it comes to 
voter education. 

A Metro poll conducted 


April 3 to April 10 found that 
44.6 per cent of participants 
choose traditional media — 
newspapers, television and 
radio — when making their 
voting decisions. 

That compares to 18.4 per 
cent who look to candidate 
websites and 20 per cent who 


rely on social media. 

MacEwan University polit¬ 
ical science chair Chaldeans 
Mensah said traditional 
media tends to be used more 
not because of reliability, but 
because the age group that 
relies on traditional media 
are also more likely to vote. 


“Generally speaking, 
people will use the media 
they’re more comfortable 
with. If an individual gets 
most of his or her news from 
social media, they’re likely 
to stick with that,” Mensah 
added. 

But social media shouldn’t 
be completely written off, 
as it allows for interaction 
between voters and candi¬ 
dates that may not be avail¬ 
able otherwise, and also al¬ 
lows candidates to do some 
damage control if need be, 
Mensah said.

When comparing waste man¬ 
agement today with methods 
30 years ago, there is a drastic 
difference, said Garry Spotow- 
ski, education programs co¬ 
ordinator with the Edmonton 
Waste Management Centre. 

“There was no municipal 
program having to do with 
landfill diversion whatsoever,” 
he said. “Basically everything 
went into a landfill.” 

• 1988. When curbside recycling 

launched citywide in 1988, 
Edmonton was one of the first 
cities in North America to offer 


the service. The 89 per cent 
participation rate helps divert 
20 per cent of waste from the 
landfill. 


• 1995 - Edmonton opened 

its first eco-station in 1995, 
followed by a second in 2000 
and a third two years ago. City 
stats say usage increases 15 
per cent each year. 


• 2000. The composting facility 

opened just over a decade 
ago, helping to divert 40 per 
cent of waste from the landfill, 
bringing the total to 60 per 
cent.

The three major compon¬ 
ents to waste diversion in¬ 
clude recycling, composting 
and extracting energy, such 
as ethanol and methanol, 
from the “stuff leftover,” 
said Gariy Spotowski. 

Edmonton currently

Dirty diapers, for instance. 


aren’t just trash. 

“We pick it up as part of 
your garbage every day,” said 
Garry Spotowski, education 
programs co-ordinator with 
the Edmonton Waste Manage¬ 
ment Gentre (EWMG). “Then 
the garbage is separated by 
people and machinery into 
an organic stream ... and an 
inorganic stream. 

“The fibre is compostable 
while the plastic hning is re¬ 
cyclable.” 

While Edmontonians 
know garbage and recycling 
is collected at the curb, many 
may not know how much 


goes on once it’s taken away. 

Spotowski said unknowns 
hkely include how many 
items can be taken to eco 
stations, or that old sheets, 
denim and dish towels can 
be converted into fine office 
paper. 

“The biggest sort of mis¬ 
conception, if you will ... is 
composting,” he said. “Our 
system is hidden from the 
user.” 

Backyard composting is en¬ 
couraged but not mandatory, 
as it is done at the EWMG. 

“Often when people think 
of recycling, they’re thinking 


newspapers and tin cans — at 
best that is 20 per cent,” said 
Spotowski. “A much bigger 
part is organic.” 

But recycling is important. 

Newsprint becomes shin¬ 
gles, plastic bags become 
drainage pipes and glass is 
used in reflective paint — but 
there are some things Spotow¬ 
ski would like citizens to stop 
trying to recycle, such as blis¬ 
ter packaging. 

Overall, it’s a happening 
and growing place. 

“(It) is unique,” said Spo¬ 
towski. “And there are some 
surprises as well.”

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Rafferty obsessed 
with Stafford news 
stories, court told 


Testimony. Former 
companion says he 
talked about child 
abductions 


In the days following Victoria 
Stafford’s disappearance, the 
man accused of killing her was 
“constantly checking the news” 
about the story, court in Lon¬ 
don heard Thursday 

Michael Rafferty’s trial is 
hearing from a long string of 
former girlfriends and female 
friends, many of whom were 
seeing him aroimd the time of 
Ton’s April 8, 2009, death. 

Sarah Hodge testified that 
she met Rafferty on the dating 
website Plenty of Fish and first 
met him in person on April 14, 
2009. 

Hodge said Rafferty talked 



with her about kidnapping 
children, saying how abducted 
kids can grow up thinldng their 
abductors are their parents. 


He was always checking 
newspaper and TV reports 
about Ton’s disappearance and 
claimed to have “inside infor¬ 
mation” on Ton’s mother, Tara 
McDonald, she said. 

Hodge said that at the time 
there was no back seat in 
Rafferty’s car. 

The back seat was gone 
when police anested Rafferty in 
May 2009, and various people 
have testified about seeing it 
in the car at points throughout 
the spring of that year. 

But it remains imclear 
whether it was there on April 
8, the day Rafferty allegedly 
kidnapped Tori in his car with 
Terri-Lynne McClintic. 

Court heard Wednesday 
from an expert witness that 
traces of blood found in the 
back of Rafferty’s car almost 
certainly belonged to Tori.

Moore says he believes in 
the Constitution’s Charter 
of Rights and Freedoms and 
the idea of having a frame¬ 
work that protects citizens 
from the state. 

He says his upcom¬ 
ing statement will follow 
a recent House of Com¬ 
mons acknowledgment 
by Conservative MP Mi¬ 
chael Chong of the Con¬ 
stitution’s importance.

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Manitoba to 
appeal assault 
sentencing 


Sentence. Victims of 
sexual abuse by former 
hockey coach Graham 
James applaud appeal 


Victims of Graham James 
say Manitoba’s Justice De¬ 
partment is doing the “right 
thing” by appealing the 
two-year sentence handed 
to the former hockey coach 
who sexually abused two 
of his teenage players hun¬ 
dreds of times. 

James was sentenced 
last month for sexually 
assaulting former NHL 
star Theo Fleury and his 
cousin, Todd Holt, when 
they played for him in the 
Western Hockey League 
in the 1980s and ‘90s. The 
sentence, handed down by 
Winnipeg Judge Catherine 
Carlson, prompted wide¬ 
spread outrage from both 
James’s victims and the 
public. 

Under the sentence, 
James could apply for par¬ 
ole and be released by the 
end of the year. 

Holt said he had mixed 
emotions because he 
thought the James case was 
closed. But he said, overall, 
he’s happy the sentence is 
being appealed. 

“I think this is a decision 
made by all of us, every per¬ 
son out there who thought 
that the two-year sentence 
was awful,” said Holt in an 
interview. “It was an embar¬ 
rassment. It was a travesty. 
If people are trying to cor¬ 
rect that, it would be great.” 

Even if the appeal isn’t 
successful. Holt said it 
sends an important mes¬ 
sage to other child molest¬ 
ers and victims. 

“This is an eye-opener 
for a lot of perpetrators out 
there,” he said. “You can’t 



hide. There are penalties 
nowadays and we’re mak¬ 
ing the changes.” 

The Crown had asked 
the trial judge to impose 
a six-year sentence, while 
James’s lawyer called for a 
conditional sentence with 
no jail time. 

James previously served 
about 18 months of a 3 1/2 
year-sentence in 1997 for 
molesting former NHLer 
Sheldon Kennedy and two 
other players before he 
got out of jail in 2000 and 
dropped out of public view. 

But Greg Gilhooly, an¬ 
other of James’s alleged 
victims, said the Crown 
is sending an important 
message by filing an ap¬ 
peal. James was originally 
charged with assaulting 
Gilhooly as well, but those 
charges were stayed. 

“This isn’t a lynch mob 
running after Graham 
James,” Gilhooly said. “This 
is a common-sensical reac¬ 
tion to an unacceptable out¬ 
come.”

Registry. Lift long-arm 
data, lawyers argue 


Budget cuts. Crime 
agenda weakened: Union 


Federal lawyers were set 
to argue in a Montreal 
courtroom Friday that an 
injunction protecting long- 
arm registry data should be 
lifted. 

A Quebec Superior Court 
justice agreed last week to 
order a delay in the deletion 
by Ottawa of registry data 
originating from Quebec. 
The ruling came after a re¬ 
quest by Quebec’s Charest 
government. It means Que¬ 
becers are still obliged to 
register their weapons and 
that the registry data for 


the province will be pre¬ 
served and maintained. 

Federal lawyers claim the 
injunction is unnecessary 
because they say there will 
be no destruction of docu¬ 
ments until at least August. 
The bill to end the federal 
long-gun registry received 
royal assent last week and 
became law ever5^here but 
Quebec. 

Quebec has said it wants 
to conserve the long-arm 
data for its own provincial 
registry.

The Conservatives’ tough-on- 
crime agenda is weakened by 
federal budget cuts, the union 
representing border guards 
said Thursday.

Mexican President Felipe Cal¬ 
deron said Thursday that his 
brief visit to Cuba was a “re-en- 
coimter” between two nations 
whose long histoiy of friend¬ 
ship has Mt some bumps in 
recent years.

“These have been two extra- 
ordinaiy days for Cuba and for 
Mexico in that their mutual 
affection has been rediscov¬ 
ered,” Calderon told reporters 
in Cuba. 

The Mexican president con¬ 
tinues on a tour that wiU take 
him to Haiti and a regional 
summit in Colombia. 

Calderon’s six-year term 
ends later this year. He said in 
2006 that he would improve 
troubled ties with Cuba, but his 
trip was delayed imtil now. 

In 2009, Fidel Castro alleged 
that Mexico was holding back 
information about the swine 
flu outbreak. 

The following year the for¬ 
mer Cuban leader suggested 
that Calderon had actually 
lost his 2006 election to leftist 
Andres Manuel Lopez Obrador.

Fictional Titan hit iceberg 
years before Titanic 


It was the largest ship of its 
day, described by its creator 
as “the greatest of the works 
of men.” 

Its seafaring days came 
to an abrupt and tragic end 
when it struck an iceberg in 
the North Atlantic, destroying 
the vessel and killing most of 
the passengers on board. 

And it’s a fictional boat 
brought to life 14 years be¬ 
fore the Titanic ever set sail. 

The ship plays a relatively 
minor role in “Futility,” the 
1898 novella penned by U.S. 
writer Morgan Robertson. 

It has assumed nearly 


m34:hological status among 
scholars of the real-life disas¬ 
ter of 1912. 

It seems fitting for a boat 
christened the Titan. 

Robertson’s story is rife 
with details that seem posi¬ 
tively surreal for readers of 
the post-Titanic era, with the 
nearly identical names being 
among the least striking. 

The ships are approxi¬ 
mately the same size, with 
the Titanic being only 25 
metres longer. Both carried 
only the bare legal minimum 
number of lifeboats.

It wasn’t Deborah Frank¬ 
lin’s first visit to the final 
resting place of 121 of Ti¬ 
tanic’s victims, but this 
time was different. 

“It’s very solemn and 
a time to reflect,” said 
Franklin of Midland, Texas, 
standing in front of a row 
of unmarked graves at the 
Fairview Lawn Cemetery on 
Thursday. 

Franklin said she’s al¬ 
ways been interested in the 
story of the Titanic. 

In fact, she made a trip 
to Halifax last October to 
visit the same grave site. 

“But it just seems differ¬ 
ent this time,” said Frank¬ 
lin, one of 440 passengers 
of a Titanic-themed cruise 
ship. 

The Azamara Journey, 
which left New York ear¬ 


lier this week, brought hun¬ 
dreds of passengers from 
around the world to the 
region Thursday as part of 
its journey to the Titanic’s 
watery grave on its 100th 
anniversary. 

Halifax is inked in the 
ship’s itinerary because of 
its role in the aftermath of 
the disaster. The city be¬ 
came the final resting place 
for many of the victims of 
the Titanic. 

People young and old 
walkeci through the grave¬ 
yard snapping photos and 
carrying umbrellas. 

Colourful flowers and 
stuffed animals could be 
seen at the base of several 
graves, most of which had 
no names but bared the 
date of the Titanic’s sink¬ 
ing: April 15, 2012. 

For Frank Birmingham, 
it’s the victims’ unknown 
stories that brought him 
aboard the cruise. 

“They couldn’t identify 
these bodies because of the 
time period,” said Birming¬ 
ham of Florida, pointing to 
the unmarked graves. 

“No one knows who they 
are.”

Male chivalry? 


More men 
survive maritime 
disasters, study 

A hundred years after the 
Titanic sank, two Swed¬ 
ish researchers on Thurs¬ 
day said when it comes to 
sinking ships, male chiv¬ 
alry is “a m37th” and more 
men survive such disasters 
than women and children. 

Economists Mikael 
Elinder and Oscar Erixon 
of Uppsala University also 
showed in their study 
that captains and their 
crew are 18.7 per cent 
more likely to survive a 
shipwreck than their pas¬ 
sengers. 

“Our findings show 
that behaviour in life- 
and-death situation is 
best captured by the 
expression ’every man for 
himself.” The researchers 
analyzed 18 of the world’s 
most famous maritime 
disasters. 

Reviewing passenger 
lists they found that men 
have a distinct advantage. 

Of the 15,000 people 
who died in the 18 ac¬ 
cidents, only 17.8 per cent 
of the women survived 
compared with 34.5 per 
cent of the men.

On trial. Man accused 
of second-degree 
murder in fatal 
shooting of teenager

Neighbourhood-watch vol¬ 
unteer George Zimmerman 
made his first court appear¬ 
ance Thursday on a second- 
degree murder charge in the 
shooting death of Tra 3 won 
Martin. 

His hair was shaved down 
to stubble and he had a thin 
goatee, which appeared con¬ 
sistent with his booking photo 
from the day before. 

He had resurfaced Wednes¬ 
day to turn himself in after 
weeks in hiding. 

Judge Mark E. Herr said he 
found probable cause to move 
ahead with the case and that 
an arraignment would be held 
on May 29 before another 
judge. 

The prosecutors must 
prove Zimmerman’s shoot¬ 
ing of Martin was rooted in 
hatred or ill will and counter 
his claims that he shot Mar¬ 


tin to protect himself while 
patrolling his gated commun¬ 
ity in the Orlando suburb of 
Sanford. 

Zimmerman’s lawyers 
would only have to prove by a 
preponderance of evidence — 
a relatively low legal standard 
— that he acted in self-defence 
at a pretrial hearing to prevent 
the case from going to trial. 

Martin’s parents expressed 
relief over the decision to pros¬ 


ecute the person who shot 
their son. 

“The question I would 
really hke to ask him is, if he 
could look into Trayvon’s eyes 
and see how innocent he was, 
would he have then pulled the 
trigger? Or would he have just 
let him go on home?” said his 
father, Tracy Martin. 

Many attorneys said they 
had expected the prosecutor 
to opt for the lesser charge 


of manslaughter. The most 
severe homicide charge, first- 
degree murder, is subject to 
the death penalty in Florida 
and requires premeditation — 
something all sides agreed was 
not present in this case. 

“I predicted manslaugh¬ 
ter, so I’m a little surprised,” 
said Michael Seigel, a former 
federal prosecutor who now 
teaches law at the University 
of Florida. “But she has more 
facts than I do.” 

Mark O’Mara, Zimmer¬ 
man’s attorney, said his client 
would plead not guilty and in¬ 
voke Florida’s so-called “stand 
your ground” law, which gives 
people wide latitude to use 
deadly force rather than re¬ 
treat during a fight. 

The confrontation took 
place in a gated community 
where Martin was staying with 
his father and his father’s fian¬ 
cee. Martin was walking back 
in the rain from a convenience 
store when Zimmerman spot¬ 
ted him and called police. He 
followed the teenager despite 
being told not to by a police 
dispatcher and the two got 
into a struggle.

A Florida inmate was put to 
death Thursday, nearly three 
decades after the murder of 
17-year-old Lynn Elliott, whose 
failed escape attempt ended a 
string of rapes and slayings that 
shook the quiet coastal town of 
Vero Beach. 

David Alan Gore, 58, was 
pronoimced dead after receiv¬ 
ing an injection at the Florida 
State Prison, officials said. 

Asked if he had a final 
statement. Gore said as he lay 
strapped to a gurney: “Yes, I 
do.” 

“I want to say to the Elliott 
family, I am sony for the death 
of your daughter ... I hope you 
all can find peace today,” Gore 
said. 

Making no eye contact with 
the family, he added that he 
hoped the family could “find 
it in their hearts to forgive me” 
and concluded: “I don’t fear 
death.” 

Family members of the vic¬ 
tim watched as the drugs began 
flowing but made no immedi¬ 
ate statement as they left after 
the execution was carried out. 

Outside, seven people wait¬ 
ed in a section cordoned off for 
the victims’ supporters.

Dan the baboon sits in front of 
a computer screen. The letters 
BRRU pop up. With a quick and 
almost dismissive tap, the mon¬ 
key signals it is not a word. Cor¬ 
rect. Next comes, ITCS. Again, 
not a word. Finally KITE comes 
up. 

He pauses and hits a green 
oval to show it is a word. In the 
space of just a few seconds, Dan 
has demonstrated a masteiy of 
what some experts say is a form 
of pre-reading and walks away 
rewarded wi& a treat of dried 
wheat. 

Dan is part of new research 
that shows baboons are able 
to pick up the first step in 
reading — identifying recur¬ 
ring patterns and determining 
which four-letter combinations 
are words and which are just 
gobbledygook. 

The study shows that read¬ 
ing’s early steps are far more 
instinctive than scientists first 
thought and it also indicates 
that non-human primates may 
be smarter than we give them 
credit for. 

“They’ve got the hang of this 
thing,” said Jonathan Grainger, 
a French scientist and lead au¬ 
thor of the research. Baboons 
and other monkeys are good 
pattern finders and what they 
are doing may be what we first 


Wordsmiths? 


In 300,000 tests, the six baboons 
distinguished between real and 
fake words about three-out- 
of-four times, according to the 
study published in Thursday’s 
journal Science.

Qatar Airways to order Bombardier jets 


Qatar Airways is in no rush to 
add Bombardier’s CSeries air¬ 
craft to its growing fleet but 
will order several business jets 
to expand its executive service, 
the airline’s CEO said Thursday. 

Akbar A1 Baker said he will 
announce an order for Bom¬ 
bardier’s new Global aircraft at 
next month’s Ebace air show 
in Geneva, for delivery aroimd 
2016 or 2017. 

The airline already operates 
a fleet of six Bombardier busi¬ 
ness jets. It hopes to eventually 
offer 10 to 15 aircraft, but A1 
Baker wouldn’t say how many 
planes would be included in 
this order. 

Qatar has shelved plans to 
order the GSeries while it is 


busy preparing to receive four 
new aircraft types. The com¬ 
pany is spending more than 
$50 billion US for 270 airplanes. 

Nonetheless, he remains in¬ 
terested in eventually ordering 
20 to 30 of the larger version of 
the 110- to 149-seat commercial 
plane. 

The aircraft would be used 
for Qatar’s regional service and 
flights of less than two and a 
half hours from Doha. 

“The GSeries is a very good 
airplane for a niche market,” 
he told reporters after a limch- 
hour speech. 

“It is very fuel-efiicient and 
it is a very technologically ad¬ 
vanced aircraft and I’m sure 
that Bombardier wiU be very 


successful in this venture.” 

A1 Baker plaimed to tour 
Bombardier’s production facili¬ 
ties and see the plane’s updated 
coclq)it and systems designs. 
The GSeries is slated to enter 
into service the end of 2013, 
with the larger model follow¬ 
ing a year later. 

A1 Baker said Ganadians de¬ 
serve better airline service to 
the Middle East made possible 
by an expansion of the number 
of landing rights granted to 
Doha. 

The three weekly flights 
launched last June from Mont¬ 
real are running ahead of ex¬ 
pectations and travelling 85 
per cent full.

Technology. Canadian 
retailers lagging on 
in-store mobile use 


Canadian retailers are about 
two years behind their U.S. 
counterparts when it comes 
to staff using smartphones, 
tablets and other mobile 
devices in stores, suggests a 
study released Thursday.

Cabaret. Stars celebrate 
the restoration of a 
cinema classic at festival 


It took a stray bit of dirt to 
scratch the perfection of Caba¬ 
ret, and painstaking efibrt to 
return it to cinematic glory. 

The restored Cabaret, minus 
damage that had prevented a 
high-definition version, earned 
the opening spot at the four- 
day TCM Classic Film Festival in 
Hollywood. Stars liza Minnelli 
and Joel Grey were scheduled 
to attend Thursday’s ceremony 
marking the musical’s 40th an- 
niversaiy. Minnelli, whose turn 
as cabaret singer Sally Bowles 
captured a best actress Acad¬ 
emy Award and cemented her 
young stardom, said making 
Cabaret was a joyful “secret,” 
filmed in Munich and far away 
from meddling Los Angeles stu¬ 
dio bosses. 

Director Bob Fosse “got 
away with murder. We all did,” 
Minnelli said in a recent phone 
call from New York. She’s on 
a concert tour. Confessions, 
based on her album of the same 
title. “We’d take chances, and 
the studio would send notes 
like. Too cloudy. It will break 
up on drive-in (screens),”’ she 
recalled. “Fosse would read that 
out loud, tear it up and throw it 
over his shoulder — in front of 
the whole cast and crew.” 


Set in 1930s Berlin, with 
German life darkening under 
the Nazi Party’s rise, the 
film was based on the 
1966 Broadway musical 
adapted from Chris¬ 
topher Isherwood’s 
short novels. Michael 
York starred as Sally’s 
boyfriend and Hel¬ 
mut Griem played the 
wealthy lover shared 
by both in a then-rare 
movie depiction of 
bisexuality. Fosse’s 
distinctive, archly sug¬ 
gestive choreography 
defined the film’s can¬ 
dour and cynicism.

Chimpan-see, chimpan-do 


Chimpanzee. Jane 
Goodall hopes 
new film will spark 
children’s interest in 
animals and nature

Being in the presence of Jane 
Goodall, it’s easy to become in¬ 
spired to embark on some kind 
of save-the-world project. 

After all, Goodall — a 
woman who set out to study 
animals in Africa in 1960, 
when she was just 26 years 
old — has turned a childhood 
obsession with animals into a 
world-renowned career study¬ 
ing chimpanzees, and a global 
conservation institute bearing 
her name. 

“When I was a little girl of 
10 ... 1 fell in love with Tarzan 
and was furiously jealous when 
he married that other Jane,” 
she jokes while in Toronto, 
helping Disney promote its film 


Chimpanzee, which opens next 
Friday. Chimpanzee follows 
the true stoiy of an orphaned 
chimp named Oscar. 

While Goodall was not 
directly involved with the 
production of the film, she 
knew the crew. “1 think the 
amazing thing about this 
film is that we know Disney, 
we know Bambi, and this 
film itself... might have been 
scripted by somebody doing a 
chimpanzee Bambi.” 

But the storyline was any¬ 
thing but scripted. In fact, the 
initial plan was to follow the 
life of a chimp — who the crew 
named Oscar — and observe 
him develop in his commim- 
ity. When Oscar’s mother sud¬ 
denly died, the crew panicked. 
“They thought the whole film 
was destroyed ... [that they 
had] wasted six months filming 
a chimp who’s [all but] dead,” 
said Goodall. 

Lucky for Oscar (and the 
film crew), the top-ranking 
male in the group of chimps 
was a bit of a softie imder his 
gruff exterior and took the 
yoimg chimp imder his care. “I 


cannot believe how this all un¬ 
ravelled” says Goodall. 

Today, between being a UN 
messenger of peace and edu¬ 
cating the world about the 
plight of chimpanzees, Goo¬ 
dall, 78, spends 300 days of 
the year on the road, raising 
awareness about conserva¬ 
tion issues. 

Goodall has also helped de¬ 
velop a program called Roots & 
Shoots 1±iat now has thousands 
of young members in over 130 
countries. Through this pro¬ 
gram, young people are encour¬ 
aged to take on grassroots con¬ 
servation projects. “Ghildren 
are getting more and more 
divorced from nature,” says 
Goodall. “How can you protect 
something if you don’t imder- 
stand?” 

Goodall says that films like 
Ghimpanzee are a first step in 
educating children about na¬ 
ture. “Films like this help kids 
understand that there are crea¬ 
tures out there who are so like 
us and hopefully children will 
come away thinking about that 
and thinking about little Oscar 
as though he’s a cousin.” 


Anthropomorphism 


Human-like? 


Anthropomorphism is giv¬ 
ing human characteristics 
to animals, something that 
Goodall has been criticized 
for in her study of chim¬ 
panzees. But Goodall feels 
that it’s better to over¬ 
anthropomorphize and 
believe animals are more 
like us than to think that 
we are completely different. 
“What really peeved me was 
that scientists were ready to 
take a chimpanzee because 
biologically they’re so like 
us, sharing 99 per cent of 
our DNA and... subject 
them to all kinds of nasty 
medical procedures ... and 
they even used them to 
learn about depression ... 
but when it came to them 
sharing an emotion, like 
being happy or sad, [the 
scientists] said ‘absolutely 
not.’”

Willem Dafoe 


Filming The Hunter was far 
from a cinematic cakewalk 
for Willem Dafoe who was 
forced to endure the Tasman¬ 
ian wilderness and even a 
tumultuous blizzard. But the 
versatile actor wouldn’t have 
it any other way. 

“Who wants to make an 
easy movie?” the two-time Os¬ 
car-nominated film veteran 
quipped while promoting the 
drama. “You want to make 
good movies and hope they 
come gracefully but easy usu¬ 
ally doesn’t lend itself well to 
making interesting things.” 

Always on the lookout for 
challenging roles. The Hunter 
casts Dafoe as a mercenary 
sent Down Under by a bio¬ 
tech corporation to hunt the 
assumed-to-be extinct Tas¬ 
manian tiger — considered 
sacred by locals. 

“You hear of Tasmanian 
devils and that cartoon char¬ 
acter pops into your head. 
I’m embarrassed to say I 


knew very little about it,” 
laughed Dafoe, admitting he 
wasn’t originally sure if the 
creature was even historically 
real. 

“There are sightings all the 
time because I think people 
hope that there’s some sign 
that they can recapture some¬ 
thing of the past that’s been 
destroyed by colonization 
and development.” 

While his character in The 
Hunter (in theatres April 20) 
struggles with the morality 
and demands of the wilder¬ 
ness and landscape, Dafoe 
insists it’s not necessarily 
the message of any film that 
attracts him but strictly the 
strength of the role. 

“The questions that are 
raised in the film — I don’t 
know those,” said Dafoe. “I’m 
always attracted to being the 
odd man out and this is a very 
Australian story and I play a 
foreigner; I play the guy from 
out of town that comes in and 
that’s an interesting place to 
be in the function of a film 
because you become the go- 
between between the audi¬ 
ence and this world.”

The 49-year-old frontman 
of the Red Hot Chili Peppers 
imagined that he was play¬ 
ing at this year’s Rock and 
Rock Hall of Fame induction 
ceremony, and the band’s on- 
again, off-again guitarist John 
Frusciante was sitting in the 
front row. 

Kiedis is quick to note that 
this vision won’t become a 
reality when the 29-year-old 
group is actually inducted 
Saturday. 

“No,” Kiedis said in a 
hushed tone during a break 
from rehearsing at SIR Stu¬ 
dios last month. “That was 
just a dream.” 

“I can’t speak for [Frus¬ 
ciante], but I think it’s kinda 
like an ex-girlfriend vibe,” 
added 49-year-old bassist Flea. 

The current line-up of Flea, 


Kiedis, drummer Chad Smith 
and guitarist Josh Klinghof- 
fer will be honoured along 
with past bandmates like 
late founding member Hil- 
lel Slovak, the original Chili 
Peppers guitarist who died of 
a drug overdose in 1988, and 
Frusciante, who replaced Slo¬ 
vak and recorded five albums 
during his fluid tenure with 
the group. 

“We wouldn’t be here 
without [Slovak] because we 
wouldn’t have started with¬ 
out him,” said Flea. “For him 
to be honoured and recog¬

Even though I’ve been to 
amazing places aroimd the 
wine world. I’m stiU sur¬ 
prised at the number of 
obvious hot spots I’ve never 
seen in real life. 

While travelling in 
Northern Italy this week, 

I finally found myself in 
Piedmont — home of high 
fashion, truffles and wines 
made with the nebbiolo 
grape. Sadly, nebbiolo rarely 
comes cheap with its two 
most famous offspring — 
the vino from Barolo and 
Barbaresco — commanding 
prices that start somewhere 
aroimd $40 a bottle. 

That isn’t to say you 
can’t drink Piedmont on 
a budget. Though grow¬ 
ing in nebbiolo’s shadow, 
barbera is the third most 
cultivated grape in Italy. 
Barbera typically produ¬ 
ces balanced, fruit-driven 
wines with vineyards in the 
Piedmontese sub-regions of 
Asti and 7\lba, its preferred 
geography. 

Though Asti is the same 
place the famous sweet 
sparkling wine comes from, 
Bersano’s 2009 Costalunga 
Barbera d’Asti ($11.95 - 
$14.99) is a fuU-bodied, yet 

seductive red that, _ 

while nowhere 
near the weight 
of a Barolo, still 
commands a dark 
fruited presence 
in the glass. 

I love this 
style of wine 
with earthier 
pasta sauces.
